General Funston’s statements led 
to the voicing here of some criticism 
of his course on the ground that he 
.vere there to protect 
American lives and that if the firing 
was shown to have been deliberately 
aimed at \merlcans, he should have 
taken measure.* necessary to stop it 
Much 
interest 
is 
being manifested 
now as to whether or not General 
Funston 
had 
any 
instructions 
not 
made public as to the exercising of 
special consideration for the Carranza 
forces. 
It has been supposed here that the 
firing across the border, which wound 
ed a number of Americans, one fatally, 
was due to the poorly aimed fire of 
the Yillistas, who were attacking the 
border town of Agua Prieta. 
General 
Funston’s report shows that this wras 
not the case. 
“It may not be understood at the 
war department.” says General Funs 
ton. “why, in \ ew of existing orders, 
I have not fired upon the contending 
parties, considering the fact that some 
bullets and shells struck on the Amer­ 
ican 
side 
and 
three 
men 
of 
the 
Seventh infantry were wounded. 
This 
was not done because of evident fact 
that both commanders were doing all 
they could to prevent injury to Amer­ 
icans. 
The principal faults were com­ 
mitted by Calles men, and I could not 
in fairness have open on Villa without 
treating Calles the same. 
For example, while Major Hay and 
other officers were two hundred yards 
north of the boundary and nine hu n ­ 
dred yards from east flank of Calles’ 
trenches they deliberately fired upon 
from them and they were nearly hit. 
“Also, a detachment of the Ninth 
cavalry 1,2 "0 yards in front of west 
flank of Calles* trenches and at least 
two hundred yards north of boundary, 
was fired upon therefrom, first by m a ­ 
chine gun and then six rimes by artil­ 
lery 
Further, the custom’s inspector 
at the same point was fired upon. Rep­ 
resentations have been made to Calles 
and 
he has expressed regrets and 
given necessary assurances. 
“The whereabouts of Villa and his 
main force is unknown.”
